the United States was a go-be- 
tween at Jordan's request, and 
Israel agreed to let the canal 
alone if Jordan curbed the guer- 
rillas. 


Shortly after the canal re- 


opened, however, guerrilla ac- 
tivity resumed along the border. 
Israeli Jets hit the canal again 
Aug. 10. 


Despite the new agreement, 


an Israeli spokesman reported a 
rocket attack Sunday night from 
Jordan on a kibbutz four miles 
south of the Sea of Galilee as its 
residents observed Yom Kippur, 
the Jewish Day of Atonement. 


The spokesman said Israeli 


forces returned the fire. 


The Israeli said "a few" rock- 


ets also were fired from an im- 
provised 
bazooka Monday at 


Zafririm, 15 miles southwest of 
Jerusalem. No damage or cas- 
ualties were reported. 


In Morocco, where leaders of 


26 Moslem nations were meet- 
ing in an Islamic conference, 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt said in a message that 
the recent fire in the Al Aksah 
mosque In Jerusalem 
was a 


"premeditated act" and a 
threat to free peoples through- 
out the world. 


Nasser, reported ill with in- 


fluenza in Cairo, is represented 
at the meeting in Rabat by Vice 
President Anwar Sadat. The 
conference was called in an at- 
tempt to use the fire to rally 
non-Arab nations against Israel.

Housing to 
Bo Dtbattd

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate called up for debate to* 
day a $6.3 billion housing bill 
providing for the first time di» 
rect federal rent subsidies for 
public housing tenants. 


Although the bill essentially 


provides funds to carry on exist* 
ing housing programs it does 
call for a major change—au* 
thorizing 
the Department of 


Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment to pay $75 million toward 
part of the rent of project dwell- 
ers, 


Supporters said this was de- 


signed to revitalize the public 
housing program. 


Under the plan, sponsored by 


Massachusetts Republican Ed- 
ward W. Brooke, the govern- 
ment would pay that part of the 
rent which exceeds 25 per cent 
of the family's income. For 
families in the direst circum- 
stances, the subsidy plan could 
mean no rent payments at all. 


Brooke said HUD had told 


him 180,000 persons in these 
projects were being required to 
pay more than 25 per cent of 
their income in rent. There are 
approximately 4 million persons 
in public housing now, 


The government currently in- 


directly subsidizes rents by pay- 
ing nearly all of the cost of pay- 
ing off the bonds which pay for 
construction, but there has been 
no direct rent subsidy. 


The bill would revise public 


housing financing in a way that 
could lower present rents or 
prevent them from rising. 


Under this provision, UD for 


the first time would pay a part 
of the costs of maintenance and 
operations of public housing 
projects. This now comes entire- 
ly from rental income. 


A third change would permit 


a sharp increase in public hous- 
ing construction costs. 


Present law allows a $750 per 


room increase 
in high cost 


areas. The bill would allow a 45 
per cent boost. 


Sponsors said that, for exam- 


ple, this would permit a per 
room cost of about $4,000 in New 
York as compared with $3,100 
now. New York officials have 
complained the present ceilings 
are 
strangling 
the program 


there. 


The bill also contains $3 bil- 


lion additional for urban renew- 
al over the next two years.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government is preparing to 
move against airlines that vio- 
late rules governing cut-rate 
charter air travel. Somehow, 
charters for such groups as the 
"International Association of 
Old Bastards" have a hollow 
rifltt 
. 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 


soon will resume hearings in 
California on reports of mass 
illegal flights to Europe origin- 
ating in that state. 


And the CAB's enforcement 


bureau says it probably will file 
a number of formal complaints 
against alleged violators this 
fall. 


Those lines found in violation 


are subject to fines and even 
service suspensions if it is prov- 
en they have sold charter seats 
— at rates up to 50 per cent 
cheaper than scheduled flights 
— to nonmembers of the charter- 
ing group, or to groups organ- 
ized solely for the purpose of 
flying cheap. 


CAB member John G. Adams 


warned the supplemental air- 
lines last spring the board had 
heard rumors of as many as 300 
extra-legal charter flights to 
Europe from California over the 
summer. 


Adams advised the airlines to 


police the charters themselves, 
rather than leaving the matter 
to the federal government— and 
subjecting themselves to possi- 
ble .

His 
four-diamond bid, therefore, 
showed slam interest and 
first- or second-round dia- 
mond control. 


North felt strong enough to 


make a slam try of his own 
by b i d d i n g four hearts, 
whereupon South was ready 
for more action with his six 
trumps ..xSAdfiJiing and stout 
heart. 


He thought of using Black- 


wood but bid five hearts in- 
stead to show his second- 
round h e a r t control. This 
was enough for North. He 
could find no more fancy 
bids and simply went to six 
spades.

Avoidance of Causes 
Will Prevent Hiccups 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Whenever I eat some- 


thing sweet, I get the hic- 
cups. No matter what I do, 
they last about 25 minutes. 
What causes them and is 
there any way to p r e v e n t 
them? 


A—A hiccup is a spasmod-

Mrs. 
Henderson, unhappy with 


her new drapes, refused to pay for 
them. When the drapery maker 
filed suit for his money, Mrs. Hen- 
derson told the court: 


"He guaranteed that the drapes 


would be made to my entire satis- 
faction. Well, I am not satisfied." 


"That's only because she is so 


finicky," retorted the drapery man. 
"To most customers, these drapes 
would be just fine." 


Nevertheless, the court ruled 


against him. The judge said that, 
having promised to satisfy her per- 


sonally, he was obliged to live up 
to his promise. 


As a rule, when you make a pur- 


chase in which your personal satis- 
faction is guaranteed, you are in- 
deed e n l i t l e d to be s a t i s f i e d . 
Nevertheless, since this gives a cus- 
tomer so much leeway, the courts 
usually won't interpret the contract 
that way unless such an intention 
is clear. Thus: 


A contractor agreed to make 


some house repairs in a "satisfac- 
tory" manner. When the job was 
done, the home owner refused to 
pay, 
saying he personally was not 


satisfied. 


The contractor promptly went to 


court, where he argued that the 
word "satisfactory" meant only 
that the work had to be good 
enough to satisfy the average cus- 
tomer. 


And the court agreed, ordering 


the home owner to pay up. The 
judge said since the contract did 
not specifically call for a personal 
standard of satisfaction, it would 
be unfair to impose one arbitrarily 
upon the contractor. 


Hven if the contract does call 


for a personal standard of satis- 
faction, you still cannot reject the 
merchandise if you are not honest- 
ly dissatisfied. Consider this case: 


A young man bought a piano on 


the understanding that if he was 
not satisfied, he could cancel the 
deal w i t h i n 30 days. He did try to 
cancel il—but not because he didn't 
like the piano. It seems he had re- 
ceived his draft notice, and would 
soon have to leave town. 


Under these circumstances, a 


coml ruled thai Ihe young man had 
to keep the piano. The court said- 
cancelling for this kind of a reason 
was a privilege he just did not have.

Avoiding these causes will 


help to prevent an attack. 
Although many 
procedures 


have been tried with varying 
success, a treatment recent- 
ly described has been found 
to work well in most cases. 
Sit up straight, inhale deep- 
ly, then, while holding your 
breath, throw your head back 
as far as you can and hold it 
there as long as you can 
without letting your breath 
out. If this maneuver doesn't 
succeed at once, repeat the 
procedure and, when you in- 
hale, inhale smelling salts. 


Q—What causes hiccups 


that won't stop for three to 
six weeks? 
Can they be 


serious? 


A—Hiccups that last for 


weeks or even months are a 
serious problem as they may 
cause excessive fatieue and 
loss of weight. Furthermore, 
the underlying cause may be 
serious—influenza, appendi- 
citis, c h r o n i c bronchitis, 
emotional stress, uremia or 
brain tumor. 


These attacks can some- 


times be stopped by giving 
an anesthetic or an anti- 
spasmodic drug. As a last re- 
sort, it may be necessary to 
crush or cut the motor nerve 
that supplies the diaphragm. 


A simpler 
method 
that 


worked in 84 of a series of 
85 patients was recently re- 
ported. The physician passed 
a rubber catheter through 
the nose into the throat and 
in most cases the hiccups 
stopped at once. When it 
didn't, the procedure was re- 
peated. 


Q—A teen-age girl friend 


told me she hasn't had the 
polio vaccine. Don't doctors 
give it to all children or 
young persons routinely? 


A—Most doctors strongly 


advise the Sabin oral polio 
vaccine for all persons, es- 
pecially those under 30 who 
have not had it. Perhaps 
your friend hadn't seen a 
doctor in recent years, or 
she may have refused the 
vaccine.

$662 Million 
Asked for 
Super Plane

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi. 


dent Nixon said today he will 
ask for $662 million In the next 
five years to develop a super* 
sonic transport aircraft. 


The United States must go 


ahead with the plane— called the 
SST-

"I want the United States to 


continue to lead the world in air 
transport," he declared at a 
White House brief. "The SST 
is going to be built." 


Nixon noted his decision on 


the 1,800-mile-an-hour, 300 -pas- 
senger airliner came after a 
"spirited debate within the ad- 
ministration." 


Opponents of the project have 


argued it is impractical, too ex- 
pensive and too noisy. 


Nixon asked $96 million this 


year in new funds from Con- 
gress in addition to $99 million 
in unused carryover appropria- 
tions for the SST program. 


This would rise to $314 million 


in fiscal 1971, then progressively 
fall to $189 million in fiscal 1972, 
$48 million in fiscal 1973 and $5 
million in fiscal 1974. 


To meet a major objection 


from some opponents, Secretary 
of Transportation John A. Volpe 
said the SST would not be al- 
lowed to fly over population 
areas until the noise factor 
comes within acceptable limits. 


Volpe said government invest- 


ment in the SST would total $994 
million of the approximately
